Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Borough  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1966. 

The  report  is  prepared  on  the  lines  laid  down  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health. 

The  mid-year  population  is  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General 
at  7,180,  an  increase  of  120  on  that  for  1965. 

The  live  births  numbered  130  (145  in  1965),  giving  a  live 
birth  rate  of  15.92  (18.06  in  1965)  and  below  the  Rational  Figure 
at  17.7. 

There  were  no  infantile  deaths  in  1966.  The  rate  was  00.00 
(as  in  1965)  and  compares  with  the  Rational  rate  at  19.0. 

Total  deaths  numbered  83  (60  in  1965)  and  the  death  rate  at 
13.64  is  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  at  11.7. 

Heart  disease  again  heads  the  list  of  killing  diseases  with 
twenty-nine  deaths  during  the  year.  There  were  eleven  deaths 
from  cancer,  fifteen  from  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system 
and  three  from  other  circulatory  diseases.  There  were  ten  deaths 
from  respiratory  diseases,  other  than  tuberculosis.  There  were  no 
deaths  from  tuberculosis. 

Again  there  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-nine  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were 
notified  during  the  year,  one  hundred  and  fifty-eight  of  this 
total  were  cases  of  measles  and  one  paratyphoid. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  help  and 
co-operation  I  have  received  from  all  the  staff  of  the  Department.

Water  Supplies 


Water  is  supplied  to  the  town  from  two  spring  sources,  at 
Coalsgarth  which  lies  within  the  Borough  and  at  Clapgate  within 
the  parish  of  Marske  in  the  area  of  the  Richmond  Rural  District. 
Water  is  conveyed  by  gravity  from  each  of  these  limestone  areas 
through  6”  diameter  trunk  mains  to  Richmond’s  two  service 
reservoirs e  Each  reservoir  serves  a  zone  of  supply  although 
to  some  extent  these  zones  are  made  interchangeable  by  means  of 
controlled  irterconnecting  sections.  This  service  is  undertaken 
by  the  Northallerton  and  the  Dales  Water  Board. 

Apart  from  periods  of  prolonged  and  heavy  rainfall,  water  from 
these  two  areas  is  good  in  both  volume  and  quality. 


The  deterioration  in  quality  during  these  periods  is  due  to  the 
rapid  run-off  from  the  catchment  areas,  bringing  with  it  surface 
impurities  and  fine  inorganic  particles.  The  pressing  need  for 
the  installation  of  filtration  plant  is  made  very  obvious  during 
these  times  of  heavy  weather  and  the  Council  would  do  well  to 
maintain  pressure  on  the  Northallerton  and  Dales  Water  Board  in 
requesting  that  filtration  plant  for  Richmond  Borough  remain  high 
on  the  list  of  priorities. 


Water  -  General 


With  the  exception  of  11  outlying  farms  and  cottages , which  are 
served  from  private  sources,  the  whole  of  the  Borough’s  2195 
dwellings  have  an  inside  piped  supply  served  from  the  Board's 
mains.  Stand  pipes  have  for  some  time  now  been  very  much  a  thing 
of  the  past  in  Richmond. 

Water  samples  are  taken  from  various  parts  of  the  district 
throughout  the  year  in  addition  to  those  taken  by  the  Water  Board, 
and  these  are  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
bacteriological  examination.  Of  the  12  samples  submitted,  4  were 
reported  as  unsatisfactory,  but  these  were  all  taken  after  one 
period  of  severe  rainy  weather,  and  the  Board  quickly  had  the 
matter  in  hand  by  making  the  necessary  adjustments  in  the 
chlorination  treatment. 

In  the  event  of  an  unsatisfactory  sample  being  found  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  immediate  notification  is  made  by  telephone 
and  later  verified  by  written  report.  The  Engineer  and  Manager 
of  the  Water  Board  is  informed,  and  his  investigations  and 
remedial  measures  are  duly  reported  to  the  Council. 

The  average  daily  consumption  for  both  zones  was  354,000  gallons, 
an  increase  of  8,000  gallons  over  1965. 

Rainfall  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1966  was  38.71  inches 
as  against  35.47  inches  for  1965. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  St.  Martins  continues  to  give 
excellent  results.  The  final  effluent  is  ohecked  at  regular 
intervals  by  the  Yorkshire  Ouse  River  Board  Inspector  and  reports 
show  that  it  is  consistently  good. 
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Throughout  the  town  drainage  is  combined,  and  apart  from  ten 
outlying  properties  outside  the  sewerage  area,  all  sewage  is 
conveyed  to  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  for  full  treatment,. 

Refuse  Collection 

There  is  a  weekly  refuse  collection  service  in  operation  throughout 
the  Borough  and  this  is  done  by  direct  labour  under  the  control  of 
the  Borough  Surveyor  and  Engineer.  Disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled 
tipping  at  Aislabeck. 

The  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  storage  is  operating  successfully 
on  the  new  Whitcliffe  Grange  Housing  Estate  which  comprises  of  88 
flats  and  houses.  The  system  is  particularly  suitable  for  use  in 
this  .type  of  flat  development  with  its  communal  landings  and 
staircases.  Full  advantage  is  taken  of  the  systems  fundamental 
advantages  of  quietness  in  operation,  dustless  and  hygienic 
collection. 

In  an  effort  to  encourage  a  general  "Keep  Britain  Tidy”  conscious¬ 
ness  in  the  Borough,  the  Council  have  extended  the  refuse  collection 
service  to  cover  the  disposal  of  bulky  items  of  domestic  waste, 
e.g.  unwanted  furniture,  garden  refuse  and  the  like.  Notice  of 
these  special  collections  is  made  by  public  advertisment  at 
approximately  monthly  intervals. 

The  total  cost  of  refuse  collections  for  the  year  under  review 
was  £6,475. 

Housing 

New  Council  Housing  Development  at  Whitcliffe  Grange  (88  flats 
and  maisonettes)  and  Tower  Street  (4  bungalows)  have  been  completed 
and  occupied  during  the  current  year  and  have  done  much  to  relieve 
the  more  pressing  housing  needs  in  the  Borough. 

Families  from  the  Hurgill  Road  Clearance  Area  and  from  several 
individual  unfit  houses  have  been  re-housed  in  this  new  development.
